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Hundreds  Protest 


Anti-bilingual  Bills

Carrying  signs  in  Spanish,  Khmer, 
Chinese  and  Greek,  hundreds  of  bilin¬ 
gual  students  and  educators  packed 
Gardner  Auditorium  for  a  hearing 
before  the  Committee  of  Education, 
Arts,  and  Humanities  on  three  bills 
that  would  alter  bilingpal  education. 

One  bill,  H.711  would  abolish  the 
Bureau  of  Transitional  Bilingual 
Education,  and  asecond,-H.712  would 
repeal  the  state’s  transitional  bilingual 
education  law.  The  third,  H.713,  titled, 
"An  Act  to  Improve  Bilingual  Educa¬ 
tion"  would  allow  school  districts  to 
end  bilingual  progreuns. 

To  critics  of  the  new  legislation,  the 
third  bill  is  particulairly  troubling  be¬ 
cause  smaller  school  districts  would 
not  be  legally  bound  to  deliver  bilin¬ 
gual  education  to  their  immigrant  stu¬ 
dents. 

"The  new  legislation  says  it  is  in 
favor  of  improving  language  acquisi¬ 
tion,  but  it  deprives  students.  They  w^ 


have  to  stop  learning  all  other  subjects 
in  their  own  language,  "  said  Susan 
Fung,  a  bilingual  teacher  at  the  Har¬ 
vard  Kent  School  in  Charlestown  and 
an  advocate  for  bilingual  students  in 
the  Boston  public  schools. 

While  the  Boston  Public  Schools 
have  an  established  bilingual  educa¬ 
tion  system,  outside  districts,  such  as 
Lowell,  Springfield,  Holyoke  and 
Worcester  could  lose  their  bilingual 
programs,  Fung  explained.  Hundreds 
of  middle  school  and  high  school 
children  carried  signs  claiming  their 
support  for  bilingual  programs  and 
identifying  their  western  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  and  North  Shore  schools. 

State  Representative  William 
Glodis  (D-Worcester),  sponsor  of  the 
bills,  told  the  Committee  that  bilingued 
education  is  not  working  because  stu¬ 
dents  are  kept  too  long  in  state  man¬ 
dated  tr2msitional  bilit^al  education

Asians  Fastest  Growing  Group  in  U.S. 


Asian  American/Pacific  Islander, 
the  coirntr/s  most  diverse  group,  is 
also  the  fastest  growing,  according  to 
the  1990  census  report.  Nationwide, 
the  number  of  Asian 
Americans/Pacific  Islanders  jumped 
from  3,773,223  in  1980  to  7,273,662  in 
1990,  a  107.8%  increase. 

Asian  Pacific  Americans  represent 
roughly  2.9%  of  a  total  population  of 
248,709,873.  Of  that  number, 
199,686,070  are  white;  29,9865,060  are 
African  American;  22,354,059  are 
Latino. 

Asian  Americans  are  also  the 
fastest  growing  group  in  Mas¬ 
sachusetts:  143,392  in  1990,  compared 
to  93,891  in  1980,  a  189.7%  leap.  Asian 
nationalities  such  as  Cambodian,  Thai, 
Laotian,  and  Fiji  Islander  were  in¬ 


cluded  in  the  Asian  American/Pacific 
Islander  category. 

Massachusetts  ranks  tenth  in  the 
number  of  Asian  Pacific  Americans. 
The  figure  represents  2.4%  of  a  state 
population  of  6,016,425. 

The  top  ranking  is  California  with 
2,845,659  Asian  American/Pacific  Is¬ 
landers.  New  York  follows  with 
693,760.  Third  ranking  is  Hawaii  with 
685,236. 

Boston  has  the  highest  number  of 
Asian  Americans  with  30,388,  or  5.3% 
of  a  totzd  population  of 574,283.  Lowell 
ranks  second  with  11,493  Asian 
Americans,  but  first  in  terms  of  per¬ 
centage:  11.1%  out  of  a  total  popula¬ 
tion  of  103,439. 

Cambridge  follows  Lowell  with 
8,081  Asizm  Americans  from  a  popula¬ 


tion  of  95,802,  or  8.4%  of  the  total. 

Quincy  is  ranked  fifth  with  a 
population  of -5,577  out  of  a  total 
population  of  84,985,  or  6.6%  of  the 
total. 

Other  cities  with  smaller  popula¬ 
tions  than  Boston  also  ranked  higher 
in  terms  of  percentage  of  Asian 
Americans:  Lexington,  1,876  Asians 
from  a  population  of  28,974,  or  6.5%; 
Amherst,  1,138  Asians  from  a  popula¬ 
tion  of  17,824,  or  6.4%;  and  Randolph 
with  1,675  Asians  in  a  population  of 
30,093,  representing  5.6%  of  total 
population. 

These  figures,  released  by  the  U.S. 
Census  Biueau  of  the  Department  of 
Commerce  are  not  final.  The  Com¬ 
merce  Department  is  considering 
whether  to  correct  these  counts  and 


will  publish  corrections  no  later  than 
July  15,1991. 

Los  Angeles,  New  York  City  2md 
other  large  cities  are  suing  the  Census 
Bureau,  claiming  an  undercount.  If 
these  cities  have  been  undercounted, 
they  could  lose  billions  of  dollars  in 
federal  aid. 

In  the  Boston  area,  at  least  two 
cities,  Quincy  and  Lowell,  are  report¬ 
ing  a  miscoimt.  Reverend  A.  Wismar 
of  the  Woll2iston  Lutheran  Church, 
Quincy’s  major  Asian  community  cen¬ 
ter,  claims  that  the  number  of  Asians 
m  that  city  is  actually  closer  to  10,000 
or  15,000  instead  of  the  5,577  the  U.S. 
census  reported.  Wismar  said  the 
larger  estimated  figure  is  based  on  stu-

Asian  American  Comic 
Book  for  All  Ages 


There’s  more  than  one  way 
to  tell  a  story,  the  Asian 
American  Resource 
Workshop  (AARW)  has 
shown  in  a  first  of  its  kind  pub- 
lication--  a  comic  book 
rendering  of  Asian  American 
history. 

"It’s  really  a  graphic,  realis¬ 
tic  novel,"  said  Wen-ti  Tsen 
who  illustrated  the  four 
stories  of  Asi2ms  from  various' 
backgrounds. 

The  idea  came  up  when 
AARW  members  were  creat¬ 
ing  the  vibrant  mural  on  Oak 
St.  that  depicts  the  lives  of 


Chinese  grocers,  garment 
workers,  teachers  and  others 
from  Chinatown  history.  As 
they  were  planning  the  mural, 
activists  Peter  Kiang,  Shirley 
Mark,  Fred  Dow,  Carlton 
Sagara  and  Vivian  Li  also 
talked  about  how  the  Asian 
American  view  of  things  rare¬ 
ly  surfaces  in  popular  culture. 
Soon  they  were  collecting  oral 
histories  from  Asian  im¬ 
migrants  for  a  comic  book. 

Seventy-five  pages  long, 
the  book  is  printed  in  black 
and  white,  except  for  the 
colcuful  cover.  Included  are  a 


Japanese  American’s  account 
of  internment  during  World 
War  II;  the  Chinese  garment 
workers’  struggle  in  Boston; 
South  Indian  inunigrants  and 
their  difficulties  with 
American  values;  and  a  Cam¬ 
bodian  refugee’s  story  of 
flight  from  Southeast  Asia. 
Most  of  the  accoimts  are  com¬ 
posites  of  real-life  experien-

The  Boston  Chinese  Evan¬ 
gelical  Church,  home  to  over 
700  worshippers,  plans  to 
renovate  and  add  a  fourth 
floor  to  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA)  owned  three-story 
brick  building  at  237  Harrison 
Ave.  The  next  door  building 
has  been  empty  for  10  years. 

Over  the  winter,  the 
church  spent  over  $10,000  on 
emergency  repairs  to  the 
building’s  foundation.  The 
BRA  gave  the  Boston 
Chinese  Evangelical  Church 
tentative  designation  to  own 
the  building.  In  April,  the 
Church  hopes  to  obtain  per¬ 
manent  designation. 

Known  as  the  first  non- 
denominational,  self-sup¬ 
porting  Chinese  Christian 
Church  in  New  England,  the 
Boston  Evangelical  Church 
has  been  serving  Chinatown 
since  1961.  The  church  first 
provided  Cantonese/English 
services  at  various  sites,  in¬ 
cluding  the  former  Pine  Street 
Inn.  Later,  the  Church  added 
Mandarin  and  English  ser¬ 
vices.  A  surge  in  membership 
over  the  last  ten  years  has 
sparked  a  need  for  more 
space  emd  more  diversified 
programs. 


Ciurently,  members  must 
walk  over  to  Tufts  University 
to  attend  Sunday  School  clas- 
ses  because  the  current 
Church  building  at  249  Har¬ 
rison  Ave.  can’t  fit  the  group 
of  70.  Junior  Sunday  School 
classes  are  held  at  34  Oak  St. 

The  Church  will  use  the 
top  three  floors  for  offices, 
and  first  floor  and  basement 
will  be  used  for  meetings, 
counseling,  and  reception 
said  Associate  Pastor  Steven 
Chin  who  has  been  with  the 
Church  since  1977.  Refur¬ 
bishing  will  come  to  $308,990, 
to  be  raised  through  fimd- 
raising.  Furnishing,  equip¬ 
ment,  architectiu-al  fees 
cost  another  $72,908. 

Church  members  come  as 
far  away  as  Portland,  Me., 
Rhode  Island,  and  New 
Hampshire.  With  the  help  of 
volunteers,  the  church  offers 
not  only  Simday  School  clas¬ 
ses  but  also  adult  English  clas¬ 
ses,  ministry  to  the  elderly, 
soci2d  concern  programs,  and 
community  activities  such  as 
volleyball  and  basketball.  The 
church  also  runs  a  tutoring 
progrzun  for  youth. 

In  addition  to  associate 
Pastor  Chin,  senior  Pastor 


Jacob  Fung  and  Pastor 
Emeritus  James  Tan  lead 
worshippers  at  the  Boston 
Chinese  Evangelical  Church. 
A  new  minister,  Benjamin 
Chan,  will  begin  this  summer 
to  assist  Pastor  Fung.  Chan 
will  be  active  in  the  elderly 
program.

programs.  Glodis  said  that  his  im¬ 
migrant  relatives,  like  many^o  came 
to  Massachusetts,  went  on  to  college 
without  bilingual  education.  The  only 
way  to  get  a  job  and  get  ahead  is  to 
speak  English.  Ethnic  culture  and  lan¬ 
guages  should  be  supported  in  clubs 
and  at  home,  and  not  be  taught  in 
public  school,"  Glodis  added. 

Glodis  was  challenged  by  Commit¬ 
tee  members  by  Senator  Thomas  Bir¬ 
mingham  (D-Chelsea)  who  said  that  in 
his  Chelsea  district,  95%  of  the  bilin¬ 
gual  students  finish  within  the  three 
years  required  time  for  transitional 
bilingual  education. 

Committee  member  Senator  Carol 
Donovan  (D-Wobum)  also  corrected 
Glodis,  "It  was  conunon  for  many 
French,  Italian,  Polish  and  other 
European  immigrants  to  put  their 
children  in  parochial  schools  where 
they  were  taujght  in  their  first  language. 
They  did  well,  too,  and  went  on  to 
college." 

When  Glodis  later  stated  that  bilin¬ 
gual  teachers  were  "waived  through, 
without  certification,"  State  Repre¬ 
sentative  Antonio  Cabral  (D-New 
Bedford,  Fall  River)  explained  that 
bilingual  teachers  must  be  certified  not 
only  in  bilingual  education,  but  also  in 
their  specific  subject.  Cabral  is  a  cer¬ 
tified  bilingual  teacher. 

Emotions  ran  high  during  the  hear¬ 
ing,  and  at  one  point.  Chairman 
Thomas  Birmingham  vowed  to  end  the 
hearing  early  after  the  audience  ap¬ 


plauded  loudly  for  State  Rep.  Nelson 
Merced  who  spoke  in  Spanish  on  be- 
•  half  of  bilingual  education.  In  response 
to  Birmingham,  Senator  Bill  Owens 
(D-Ro3d>ury)  noted  that  Birmingham’s 
threat  to  close  the  hearing  was  an  ex¬ 
ample  of  the  kind  of  cultural 
misunderstanding  anti-bilingual  legis¬ 
lation  creates. 

Outside  the  State  House,  bilingual 
high  school  and  adult  education  stu¬ 
dents  gathered  to  protest  the  three 
bills.  Lenny  Chen,  a  student  from 
Charlestown  High  School,  where  200 
students  are  enrolled  in  the  bilingual 
program  told  the  audience,  "We  are 
the  direct  recipients  of  transitional 
bilingual  education.  Without  it,  we 
would  never  realize  our  true  potential." 
Another  student,  Larry  Lee,  said  he 
would  have  dropped  out  without  the 
support  of  bilin^al  education.  "Most 
people  think  bilingual  education  is  to 
help  immigrant  people,  but  it  is  more 
than  that.  When  I  first  came  to  the 
United  States,  I  was  so  sad.  Now  I  feel 
part  of  the  school."

dent  enrollments  and  administrative 
data. 

Although  Quincy  will  not  be  suing 
the  U.S.  Census  Bureau,  the  city  plans 
to  conduct  a  thorough  census  of  its 
own  in  1992.  Quincy  will  hire  Asian 
census  takers  said  city  clerk  John  Gil- 
lis,  who  believes  the  federal  under¬ 
count  occurred  because  census  takers 
were  not  Asian. 


Lowell  assistant  city  planner 
Michael  Cassidy  said  the  Lowell  count 
of  11,  493  was  well  below  the  city’s 
conservative  estimate  of  17,000  to 
21,000  based  on  apartment  vacancies 
and  unemployment  numbers.  "Until 
we  see  more  information,  it  looks  like 
a  miscount.  We’re  disappointed." 


Census  figures  are  used  to  base  al- 
locations  of  Community  Block 
Development  Grants  (CBDG)  which 
fund  community  services  for  low  in¬ 
come  communities.  Although  Cassidy 
said  Lowell  may  not  lose  those  monies, 
community  advocates  in  Quincy  are 
concerned  the  low  number  will  affect 
their  CBDG  allocations.

almost  ineffably  get  dimmed 
or  erased.  Wishing  to  disas¬ 
sociate  ourselves  from  these 
images  (racist  stereotypes), 

we  often  deny  our  genuine 
cultural  connections." 

Unlike  many  two-dimen¬ 
sional  depictions  of  cartoon 
people,  Tsen  expressive 
drawings  reveal  a  wide 
spectrum  of  emotions-- 
anger,  hope,  frustration,  joy. 
As  the  stories  unfold,  the 
faces  of  his  characters 
respond  with  natural  ease.  A 
reader  becomes  as  familiar 
with  these  faces  as  one  does 
with  people  in  real  life. 

What  gives  the  scenes  an 
extra  three  dimensional 
drama  is  the  illustration  of  so¬ 
cial  background.  Street 
scenes,  landscapes,  and  skies 
occupy  the  lives  behind  these 
stories  as  much  as  the  words 
themselves. 

"The  Internee’s  Story"  is 
the  memory  of  a  Japanese 
American’s  confinement  to 
western  U.S.  internment 
camps  during  World  War  II. 
For  the  next  few  months,  "The 
Internee’s  Story"  wUl  continue 
in  Sampan.  The  Asian 
American  Comic  Book  will  be 
available  in  May  through  the 
AARW  at  34  Oak  St.,  Boston, 
Ma.

CCS.  "The  Internee’s  Story," 
shown  in  Sampan,  is  adapted 
from  a  play  by  Rosanna  Al¬ 
faro. 

While  the  purpose  is  to 
counter  popular  culture’s 
slick  imagery  of  American 
success,  if  the  comic  book 
style  appeals  to  a  wide 
audience,  and  can  tell  the 
story,  more  power  to  the 
medium,  its  creators  claim. 
"This  is  a  book  for  adults,  and 
teenagers,  for  educated 
people  and  non-educated. 
We  wanted  to  reach  a  broad 
range  of  people,"  said  Tsen. 

In  this  comic  book,  Asians 
can  reclaim  a  popular 
genre  that  often  depicts  racist 
stereotypes:  kimg  fu  heroes, 
coolies,  or  those  images  of 
Asian  culture  the  AARW 
describes  as  "flat  and  unreal." 
When  Asians  try  to  mentally 
and  emotionally  dispel  those 
racist  images,  they  also  tend 
to  throw  out  some  of  the  their 
own  cultural  heritage.  But  in 
Asian  hands,  the  comic  form 
can  bring  Asian  history  back 
to  life  through  compelling 
pictures  and  first  person  nar¬ 
rative. 

As  the  AARW  sums  up, 
"We  live  in  a  society  with 
media  that  are  controlled  by  a 
relatively  small  group.  The 
images  that  issue  from  them 
’  are  so  insistent  that  the  ex¬ 
periences  we  have  ourselves

Weld  Budget:  What  Choice? 


by  David  Moy 

Governor  Weld  has  finally 
cut  through  the  fog  of  cam¬ 
paign  rhetoric  and  laid  out  his 
vision  of  state  government. 
Unfortunately,  Weld’s  vision 
will  be  a  ni^tmare  for  our 
community  and  many  others 
throtighout  the  state.  In  his 
released  budget  proposal, 
Weld  is  calling  for  a  starkly 
minimalist  government  with 
drastic  reductions  in  funding 
for  state,  municipal,  and  non¬ 
profit  services. 

Despite  his  campaign  to 
support  childcare,  maintain 
lo^  aid  to  cities  and  towns 
and  preserve  the  "safety  net," 
Weld’s  budget  proposal 
would  essentially  devastate  all 
of  the  above  and  more.  To 
better  illustrate  what  would 
happen  if  the  Weld  budget  is 
enacted,  consider  the  impact 
the  Quincy  School  Com¬ 
munity  Council  is  projecting 
in  programs  and  services: 

*40%-50%  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Social  Services  fund¬ 
ing  for  Acorn  Preschool  and 
Red  Oak  Aftershcool 
childcare  services  for  working 
poor  families  would  be  lost. 
There  are  currently  over  200 
families  waiting  for  ser\dces. 

*80%-100%  of  state  fund¬ 
ing  for  Adult  English  as  a 
Second  language  would  be 

cut.  State  funding  constitutes 
about  50%  of  our  totJU  funtf- 
ing  for  these  services.  Over 
1200  people  are  on  our  wait¬ 
ing  list. 

*  15%  of  City  dollars  which 
support  recreational  (gym  & 
pool)  services  and  ad¬ 


ministrative  support  for 
programs  would  be  lost  be¬ 
cause  of  the  cuts  to  Boston’s 
local  aid. 

Again,  it  should  be  imder- 
stood  that  the  same  cuts 
would  be  applied  to  other  ser¬ 
vices  such  as  elderly  and 
home  care,  mental  health  and 
retardation,  general  relief,  af¬ 
fordable  housing,  and  other 
services  across  the  board. 
Middle  income  families 
would  feel  the  pinch  from 
cuts  in  public  education  and 
state  universities. 

According  to  Gov.  Weld, 
these  proposed  cuts  are  man¬ 
dated  by  his  election.  This  is  a 
surprise  since  Gov.  Weld  won 
by  a  mere  2%  mzu'gin  over  his 
Democratic  opponent.  At  the 
same  time,  the  Citizens  for 
Limited  Taxation  (CLT) 
referendum  question  rolling 
back  state  taxes  and  services 
was  soundly  defeated  by 
about  20%.  Given  this,  the 
Weld  victory  can  by  no  means 
be  interpreted  as  a  uniform 
endorsement  of  his  ideas. 

Very  few  would  disagree 
that  the  state  is  in  a  dire  fiscal 
crisis  and  that  "tough  choices" 
have  to  be  made.  For  Gov. 
Weld,  however,  the  tough 
choices  are  narrowly  framed: 
how  much  to  cut  from  one 
needy  group  versus  how  much 
to  cut  from  the  next. 

There  is  no  discussion 
about  how  the  more  well-off 
can  share  the  pain  that  the 
poor  and  mid^e  class  will 
bear  disproportionately.  If  we 
are  to  avoid  unfairly  placing 
the  crisis  on  the  baclK  of  those

least  able,  then  it  is  time  to 
broaden  our  scope  of  tough 
choices.  This  means  im¬ 
plementing  some  additional 
taxes  on  those  who  can  afford 
them,  e.g.,  the  (just  repealed) 
services  tax  and  capital  gains. 

Increasing  taxes  will  not  be 
easy,  given  Gov.  Weld ’s 
adamant  opposition.  The  only 
other  way  for  taxes  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  is  through  both  the 
House  of  Representatives 
and  the  Senate.  This  will  not 
happen  unless  we  the  voters 
dse.  vwUing  to  advocate  direct¬ 
ly  without  elected  officials. 

Gov.  Weld  is  noted  for  his 
campaign  rhetoric,  specifical¬ 
ly  about  "entrepreneurial 
government"  that  would  "steer 
and  not  row."  If  "en¬ 
trepreneurial"  means  invest¬ 
ing  in  something  and  making 
it  profitable,  then  Gov.  Weld’s 
proposed  budget  would  do 
exactly  the  opposite.  By 
defunding  childcare,  training 
programs,  public  education, 
state  imiversities,  and  other 
services.  Weld  is  in  fact 
divesting  from  programs  that 
have  allowed  many  residents 
to  contribute  to  our  state.  Un¬ 
less  something  is  done  to  min¬ 
imize  this  dismantling  of 
services,  the  question  for 
many  of  us  \rill  not  be  whether 
we  want  to  row  where  Weld  is 
steering  but  whether  we 
would  have  the  means  to  row 
at  all.

Moving  Mountains:  The 
Story  of  the  Yiu  Mien  holds 
great  promise  for  anyone 
drawn  to  understanding  more 
about  this  agrarian  culture 
that  directed  American  pilots 
on  bombing  missions  in  Laos 
during  the  Vietniim  War.

The  film  is  fas¬ 
cinating,  and  offers  a  valuable 
inside  view  of  this  dwindling 
people’s  traditions,  but  in  the 
end,  the  pursuit  of 
anthropological  detail  at  the 
expense  of  social  critique 
often  borders  on  cliche.
